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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be In narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means", "comprising" and "said," should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 6 and 7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 6 and 7 not been further treated on the 
merits. 

3. The claims are objected to because the lines are crowded too closely together, 
making reading difficult. Substitute claims with lines one and one-half or double spaced 
on good quality paper are required. See 37 CFR 1.52(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claim 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by 
the claim language. This claim is an omnibus type claim. 

6. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1 and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Batra (US 4,063,371). Batra discloses a shoe comprising a sole (2) including an insole 
(27, 28) with through holes (31), said sole including treads with one-way explosion 
valves (dome or essentially conic concavity 7) and an elastic intermediate structure 
(fibrous filler 25) with a plurality of small chambers placed side by side (apertures 26), 
each of which communicates, through a one-way valve, here called a suction valve (ribs 
30), with the inside of the shoe and by means of an expulsion valve in the tread 
communicating with the outside, and in that at each step, when the foot presses on the 
ground with consequent yielding due to compression and flexion of said intermediate 
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structure, automatic closure takes place of said suction valve and compression of air 
contained in the chambers and therefore its transfer outside through the expulsion 
valves while, when the foot is raised from the ground, automatic closure takes place of 
the.expulsion valves and opening of the suction valves, connected to the holes in the 
insole, of the air contained in the shoe mixed with perspiration. See Figures 1-7 
embodiments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

1 1 . Claims 2-5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Batra. To modify the shape of chambers and ribs as claimed would entail a mere 
change in shape of the chambers and ribs and yield only predictable results. "['Fa 
technique has been used to improve one device, and a person of ordinary skill in the art 
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would recognize that it would improve similar devices in the same way, using the 
technique is obvious unless its actual application is beyond that person's skill." KSR Int'l 
V. Teleflex Inc., 127 S.Ct. 1740, 82 USPQ2d 1396 (2007). A change in form or shape 
is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, absent any 
showing of unexpected results. In re Dailey et ai, 149 USPQ 47. 

Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Shown are shoes analogous to applicant's invention.
